We, the committee on hospital for insane, beg leave to 
make the following report: 

We have visited the asylum at Steilacoom, and have found 
a magnificent building erected there under the supervision of 
the very efficient board of trustees, Geo. D. Shannon, A. F. 
Tullis and W. H. Humphry. "e " 

The asylum building, as far as we are able to judge, is a 
substantial building, ample in all its proportions, and well cal- 
culated for the purpose for which it is intended. i 

The inmates we find are well cared for, and the most of 
them appear contented with their surroundings. The cost of 
the building, according to itemized bill as per report of board 
of trustees, has exceeded the appropriation $656.99, and the 
running expenses have exceeded the appropriation for that 

: purpose $940.68. After a thorough examination into all 
^ matters pertaining to the asylum, we would recommend that 
the amount of $1597.58 be appropriated to supply the deficits 
in the expenditures of cost of building and running expenses 
over and above the appropriations. Also the appropriation of 
sufficient amount for running expenses for two years to come, 
and we would further recommend that the appropriation be 
made for the: biennial term instead of so much for.each fiscal 
ear. mE ;

ernment that can come before a law-making body, and when 
that question is legislated upon, there should be no doubt as 
to the expediency or legality of the measure contemplated: 
A number of petitions containing the names of a great number 
of reputable residents, male and female, of this territory, who 
desire the passage of a law conferring the right of suffrage 
upon women, have been considered by us; and almost an equal 
number of remonstrances containing nearly as great a number 
of names of equally reputable residents of both sexes of the 


territory, protesting against the passage of such a law, have - 


received like consideration at our hands. And your committee 
is thereby satisfied that public opinion is divided as to the ex- 
pediencv of passing such a law, but in what proportion your 
committee is unable to determine. Such a measure con- 
templates a change in the fundamental law of the land, which. 


. change, in the opinion of a majority of your committee, should 


not be, made by mere legislative enactment, even though the 
power to do so were free from doubt, but, if made, should be 


accomplished by the direct vote of the people. 


The question of equal suffrage has never been an issue 
before the people of this territory upon its merits, as your 


committee is advised, save when submitted to the voters of the : 
territory as “independent article two” of the constitution of 


the contemplated State of Washington in the year 1878, when 
it was defeated by a vote of nearly 3 to 1. Since then there 
has been no opportunity presented to the people whereby any 
change in their views upon this question could be ascertained. 

At the time of the passage of the act conferring suffrage 


upon women by the legislature of 1883, the question of the 


propriety of such a change in the fundamental law had not 
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been an issue inthe election of the. members of that. body, and. 
since that time there has been no opportunitj..to ascertain the 
opinion or wishes of the people upon that question presented. 

Believing, therefore, that a question, of ‘such . importàrice 
should be determined only by a direct vote of the people, and 
that any other method of regulating the right of suffrage 
would not only be contrary to the spirit of our institutions, but 
inconsistent with the idea of a republican form of government 
as exemplified i in the history c of this;country. Your committee 
have been unable to consider ‘favorable any of the. measutes 
providing for conferring the right of suffrage upon women, 


which have been submitted to it, and which do not provide for. 


a submission of the question to the ‘people. Your committee 
have grave doubts as to whether the territorial legislature has 
any power under the organic act to extend the right of suffrage 
to women, but believe that if the question is properly sub- 
mitted to the people, and fully and thoroughly discussed and 
considered by them, and upon a fair vote it is ascertained that 
a majority are in favor of the enactment of such a law, that 
congress will recognize the great force and deep meaning of 
the popular verdict arid: promptly validate the act. 

Firmly impressed with the belief that in a government like 
ours it is always safe to trust the people, and that their decision 
upon a measure of such vital importance cannot be otherwise 
than right, and that it would be an unwarrantable assumption 
of power on the part of this Legislature to deny them the 
right to express their will upon this subject. 

‘Your committee beg leave to submit the annéxed bill as a 
substitute for all the bills upon the subject of woman suffrage 
referred to it, and recommend its passage.

conditions exist and argue.just as strongly-in favor of-other  . 


. cities in the territory. "We cannot see but that the conditions ` 
. surrounding the city of Ellensburg are equally “favorable to the 
conditions surrounding the city of North Yakima. . In fact, all 
the geographical reasons advanced for the removal—all reasons 
based upon the center of population. and the convenience arising 
to the inhabitants of the two great divisions of the territory, and 
all reasons advanced based dpon;linés of travel already estab- 
lished, will apply just as strongly in favor of the -removal of the 
capital to a point immediately west~ ofthe moutitains' às to'a 
point immediately éast of them.’ If the Northern Pactfic rail- 
road is to be the, only road ever to be built across the mountains; , 
if all the products: of the Puget Sound basin seeking tlie east 
must be crammed through:that one little hole; if the great grain 
fields of Eastern Washington can reach Puget Sound, the great 
natural gateway to the marts of the world, by no other means 
than thé cars of the Northern Pacific railroad company, then it 
may. become absolutely necessary to locate our 'seat of govern- 
ment at.some' point on that railroad; but even ‘then.

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We cannot believe that the Northern Pacific is to be the only 
road built across the mountains, but, on the contrary, we -do 
believe that at no very distant day we can count almost a half, 
dozen such roads. 


The development of the resources of the territory is but in its 


infancy. . There is a great and increasing immigration into this 
territory- Places which are now wild prairies and unbroken 
forests in -but a few years will doubtless be the sites of comfort- 
able homes, thriving towns and prosperous Cities. 

Lines of railroad are being projecfed into almost every por- 
tion of the country, and as ever, the immigrant, with his ax and 
his plow, his spade and his hoe, his family and his all, is march- 
ing on before. . Many places capable of sustaining: dense popu- 
lations are now wholly unpopulated, or but sparsely so. Centers 
of population are in no wise established in this territory as yet. 
It may be at the city of North Yakima this year and a year 
hence it may be far north of it. We have the opinions of men 
of good judgment that there will be more people in the Salmon 
river mining country next summer than in the counties of Kit- 
titass and Yakima put together. We hope to be permitted to 


. take on statehood at an early date and we don’t know as yet 
just where and what the boundaries of our futuré state are..to" 


be. Then let us wait awhile. Wait in reference to this removal 
of the capitaluntil some of these questions have settled themselves. 
The capital when removed should be removed ‘to a permanent ' 
location. A location that will accommodate and convenience the 
greatest number of the inhabitants of this territory for all-time to 
come. We deem it therefore inexpedient and unwise at this 
time to remove the seat of government of this territory from this- 
place to anv point, and we recommend that the bill do not pass.

REPORTS OF SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 
Report of Special Committee on Coal Mines. 


Mr. SPEAKER :— ous. 

_ Your committee on coal mines, appointed under joint resolu-: , 

tion, have visited,the coal mines at Newcastle, Black Diamond, 

Carbonado; South Prairie and Wilkeson, and report as follows: 
At N lewcastle, i in King county, we found the mines if good 

condition, with the exception of no escapement shaft, and that 

the breasts had been previously worked to so great a width 

that the pillars were thereby weakened to so great an extent 

as to be insufficient to support the roof, which in portions of 

the mine has caved in, causing spontaneous combustion and 

thereby endangering the lives of the men by cutting off the . -~ 

only means of egress by way of the slope, and also tending to` 

the destruction of the mine; but the proprietors of the mine 

are doing what is in their power to remedy this difficulty. D. 
We found the mines at Black Diamond in bad condition in 03 

many respects. There was no escapement shaft, the ventila- l 

tion was bad and the drainage worse, the roof low, the timbers 
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rotten and broken in great numbers, the cable used in hoisting 


worn nearly. asunder, and no separate cage for hoisting and 
lowering the men. 

It was necessary to make a second visit to the. Carbonado 
mines, as upon our first visit the machinery was out of order 
and the mine not in operation. Upon our second visit we 
found the mine extensively developed and in good working 
order, the operators paying great attention to ventilation, 


_ which is an imperative necessity on account of the pressure of 


a large amount of natural gas, and which if neglected would 
result in serious disaster to both the mines and the workmen. 
The mines were under able management, well ventilated, and 
the miners made-no complaints to the committee. 

The South Prairie and Wilkeson mines, being near Carbo- 
nado, we also visited.at the same time, and carefully inspected 
them. We found these mines mainly in safe condition. In all 
the mines we visited we found a dangerous feature in the way 
in which the chutes extend over the track, being so low as to 
compel,a constant dodging in order to preserve life and limb. 
This defect, as well as others noticed by us, we have covered 


by amendments to House Bill No. r5, which we have sug 


‘gested to House committee on mines and mining interests. 


Under the present mode of paying the inspector of mines, 
by a special tax on the output of coal mined, the inspector is 
virtually constituted an employe of the mine owners, which 
tends to destroy independent and impartial performance of his 
official duties. His compensation, by levying a tax of four 
mills on every ton mined, is in violation of the uniformity of 
taxation required by the organic act. He should be paid as 
other territorial officers are paid, from the territorial treasury. 

We would call special attention to the magnitude of the in- 
dustry; which is yet in its infancy. ‘The total output of coal in 
the different mines in this territory is estimated at 2,461,108 
tons, which, at $5 per ton for the consumer, makes a total val- 
uation of $12,305, 540. 

The necessity for the passage of the bill.of an act securing 
grater protection to the miners, and so far as it is possible 
preventing the fearful loss of life and destruction of property 

which has occurred in coal mines elsewhere, is so great that 
we urge the proper amendment of the coal mining law by this 
Legislature.
